The dairy Industry, the backbone of 
Pennsylvania’s agriculture, was hard 
hit in 1920. 
One year ago, according 
to the secretary’* statement, the aver­ 
age dairy cow in Pennsylvania was 
worth $96.75 while today, the same 
cow is worth 
only $75.50. 
In other 
words, the dairy industry of Pennsyl­ 
vania suffered a depreciation of $20,- 
890,771 through the shrinkage in the 
value of the dairy cows and a three 
per cent reduction in the number of 
dairy cows maintained on the farm s. 
The sheep breeders of the State also 
suffered a severe blow. A year ago the 
average sheep in this State was worth 
wi$10.25 while on January I, 1921. the 
same sheep was worth only $6.50, a 
depreciation of $3.75 per head. or a 
total loss for the State of almost $4,- 
000,000. 
The value of the average farm hog 
in the State declined from $20.90 at 
the beginning of last year, to $16.15
